Cuba and the United States—Prince Bis-

Buenos AYRES, Feb. 17.—A startling con- 
spiracy has been discovered here, but the de- 
talls are kept secret by the police and Govern- 
ment Officials. It is known, however,thatthe 
plot embraced the proposed assassination of 
principal members of the Government. Con- 
siderable excitement naturally followed the 
discovery of the conspiracy. 


Cuba and the United States. 


New YorK, Feb. 17.—While the latest pa- 
pers from Spain seem to indicate that the 
Madrid Government is not inclined to include 
its colonies in the commercial treaties which 
it is anxious to sign with other powers, they 
also contain more evidence of the desire of 
Cuba for the improvement of trade relations 
with the United States. The views expressed 
by the correspondent of a morning paper in 
his letters from the Antilles are receiving 
valuable confirmation from Madrid. It is 
known that representatives of the trade in- 
terests in Cuba have been sent to Spain 
to plead before the home Govern- 
ment the cause those material 
interests in Cuba and Porto Rico. 
For the first time the Autonomist-Liberals 
and Conservatives are united in making 
efforts to secure measures which are con- 
sidered by all parties as absolutely necessary 
for the welfare of the two Spanish islands. 
The principal leader of the delegation, Senor 
Rafael Montonero, a lawyer, and an Autono- 
mist deputy of Cuba to the Madrid Cortes, 
has had many conferences with Premier Can- 
ovas Del Castilloand with the Minister for 
the Colonies: He hassummed up his views 
on.the question in the following words: 

The question, in fact, is that of preserving 
our market in the United States andthisis a 
question of life or death to the Antilles. The 
United States takes about 80 per cent of our 
sugars, 50 per cent of our tobacco and 70 per 
cent of our other products. The United 
States has decreed, by the McKinley bill, that 
five foreign products, notably sugar, shall 
enter duty free unt il 1892, and that they will 
be heavily taxed later if the foreign coun- 
tries producing these sugars donot granta 
reciprocal treatment to American importa 
tions. Neither Spain, which consumes 65,000 
tons of foreign and colonial sugar and 
molasses of all kinds; nor Europe will take 
our 500,000 or 600,000 tons of sugar yearly, at 
the same price as that paid by the United 
States. Therefore, if we lose the American 
market we deal a terrible blow to the 
principal resource of Cuban budgets, that 
is the Custom-house duties, which are 
the guarantee of our loans and 
the clearest source of ouf receipts. The 
United States do not desire a special treaty of 


‘ geciprocity with the Antilles. They would 


prefer a simple arrangement, an agreement, 
as they call it, bearing upon a few articles, 
those which the McKinley btli allows the Pres- 
ident to ‘load or unload,’ totax or declare 
duty free. There is the salvation of the agri- 
culture, commerce and finances of Cuba, and 
the solution depends more upon the Spanish 
Parliament than.upon the United States. 
After having discussed these points fully 
with Senor Canovas and the Colonial 
Minister we have reached the con- 
viction that the Governernment recognizes, 
in principle, that our claims are well 
grounded,and that it would be anxious to give 
satisfaction, but that it has to struggle with 
the resistance of the home industry and agri- 
culture, with fear of American competi- 
tion in our markets of Cuba and Porto Rico. 
The Government has offered us some insig- 
nificant concessions and it finds itself very 
much embarrassed on account of the evident 
conflict existing between our Own and the 
peninsular (Spain) interest. It is not an 
easy matter for a Conservative Government 
in Spain to keep the promises which it has 
made to Spanish protectionists and to give 
satisfaction at the same time to the An- 


tilles.’’

Prince Bismarck’s Protest. 


BERLIN, Feb. 17.—The city is ringing with 
Bismarck’s protest against the policy ‘‘which 
removed the corn duties and gave us the 
Jesuits.’’ 

It impales the Emperor and his Chancellor 
on one spear, writes one of the leading cor- 
respondents of Berlin, ‘‘and will be repeated

The Emperor is said to be more keenly irri- 
tated than by anything Bismarck had said 
previously; but there is no possible ground in 
the remark for relief against the ex-Chan- 
cellor, as it was simply an expression of 
opinion. The Kaiser feels all the more lonely 
as he has no intention of admitting the Jesuits 
tothe Empire, that being the one point on 
which he declines to yield to Rome. 

THE GOVERNORSHIP OF ALSACE-LORRAINE. 

BERLIN, Feb. 17.—Prince Reuss, Embassador 
of the German Empire in Vienna, is spoken 
of as the probable successor of Prince Hohen- 
loein the governorship of Alsace-Lorraine. 
The Prince is related to the Kaiser, his wife 
being a daughter of the reigning Grand Duke 
of Saxe-Weimar, who is the German Em- 
peror’s grand · uncle. 

GERMAN SOUTHWEST AFRICA. 

BERLIN, Feb. 17.—Advices from South Africa 
state that the Germans in German Southwest 
Africa are in some danger from a savage 
chief named Witboor, who has gathered 
about him 500 men armed with breech-loaders 
The

The Revolution in Chili. 


PARIS, Feb. 17.—The Gaulals to-day pub.

Quillote. The same dispatch states that the 
insurgent forces are rapidlv @ncreasing in 
numbers and that they are advancing upon 
the capital, Santiago de Chili. The Gaulois 
adds that only a few towns remain loyal to 
the Government. The destruction of the 
railways by the insurgent forces hampers the 


capital and is said to be hopeful of being able 
the rebels.

Lonpdoy, Feb. 17.—The Liberals showed but 
an apathetic interest in the Morley deDate on 
Tipperary yesterday. They seemed unable to 
forget that the heroes of that day were now 
in the Parnellite ranks, or very close to Par- 
nellinsympathy. Mr. Gladstone threw some 
life into the discussion, and his prophecy of 
Irish home rule was warmly welcomed. But 
that was the only interesting episode. There 
was ho enthusiasm among the Irish or the 
English Liberal benches. The majority in 
support of the Government was emphatic, 
for the whips had been out days before hand. 

THE SMITH-FRENCH AFFAIR. 

Lowrpon, Feb. 17.—On Thursday next by the 
steamer Spree Mr. Merrill and his betrothed, 
Miss Smith, accompanied by Miss Robertson’ 
of Lawrence, Mass., will leave for New York. 
Mr. Merrill declares it his intention to give 
French a good thrashing when they meet 
and avows that this is the pur 
pose of his trip.

QUEEN VICTORIA’S CLAIM. 

LONDON, Feb. 17.—It is interesting to know 
that Queen Victoria claims some credit for 
the authorship of ‘‘Ivanhoe.’’ Her majesty 
does not, of course, pretend that she wrote 
the opera, but she does assert that she sug- 
gested it to Sir Arthur Sullivan and feels a 


reception. This is one reason why she pro- 
poses to see it, and she will probably be ac- 
companied by the Empress Frederick and the 
Princess Marguerite of Prussia. 

TO COLLECT CHURCH TITHES. 

LONDON, Feb. 17.—The clergy of the Estab- 
lished Church of England not having been 
very successful of late collecting tithes, a 
st company has been formed to take the 
duty offthe clerical hands and go into the 
business as an investment. 

THE BANK ROBBERY. 

LONDON, Feb. 17.—Payment has been 
stopped on the larger notes of which Clerk 
McKenzie was robbed in the National Provin- 
cial Bank of England. The Bank of Scotland 
is hopeful that it can confine its loss to the 
smaller notes, which amount to £4,590, but 
the numbers of which are not known. 

THE GORDON-CUMMING, SCANDAL, 

LONDON, Feb. 17.—Rt. Hon. Edward Stan- 
hope, Secretary of State for War, said in the 
House of Commons yesterday that the Gov- 
ernment would take no step in reference to 
the soldiers and officers mixed upin the bac- 
carat scandal until Sir Gordon Cummings had 
taken legal action in the matter. He ‘also 
said gambling was being suppressed rapidly 
in the companies and that the officers deserve 


' credit. 
BANKER MACE IN LONDON. 

LONDON, Feb: 17.—Mace, the Paris financier 
and abscondgr, is said to be in London with 
the woman who acted as his amenuensis. It 
is said he secured the indorsement of the 
Pope for his bank by paying the Pope 100 
per cent interest per year on 890, 
000, and that secured his good ces 
and he recommended the bank to the faith- 
ful. It has been learned that Mace had 
agents in Berlin close to Bismarck, who 
studied his nervous condition and erratic 
temper so thoroughly that they were in ad- 
vance of his sayings or outbursts of 
ill - humor and the effect they 
would have on the bourse. Bismarck’s 
word will not change quotations on the 
Bourse and Mace saw his money going and 
the prison nearby. He departed and itis 
now said he is in London, A dispatch from 
Paris says: 

An examination of the safes of Banker 
Victor Mace show them to contain 100,000 
francs,’’ * 


The Irish Party Troubles. 

LONDON, Feb. 17.—The Times asserts that 
Mr. Gladstone has authorized the publication 
of the assurances given by him in 
connection with the Irish police 
and land questions. The McOarthy- 
ites ‘do not admit that the assur- 
ances come within the same category with the 
Boulogne negotiations, and they fail to see 
how Mr. Parnell finds ground upon which to 
rest a complaint of improper disclosures. 
They also declare that they will not accept 
financial support from the Gladstonians. Mr. 
Harrington yesterday declared that the Ten- 
ants’ Defense Association has neither the 
power nor the machinery to distribute funds 
and that all money must be distributed 
through the National League and the cam- 
paign committee as heretofore. Mr. Har- 
rington also said with regard to the allegation 
that the £8,000 which Mr. McCarty handed to 
Mr. O’Brien had been appropriated otherwise 
than as intended, that it was a matter 
which concerned those two gentlemen alone. 
The McCarthyites contend that the Defense 
Association has an undoubted right of distri- 
bution, and has only refrained from exer- 
cising it hitherto because there was no ne- 
cessity for so doing. Now they declare cir- 
cumstances have undergone a change. Mr. 
Eagan has transferred 250 shares in United 
Ireland to McCarthy. 


Fighting in the Caroline Islands. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Feb. 17.—A private let- 
ter from the Caroline Islands gives an ac- 
count of further fighting between the natives 
and Spaniards, in which the latter were 
worsted. Last November the Spanish Gov- 
ernor sent an expedition, consisting of three 
gunboats and one transport, against 
the village of Metalamei. The sailors 
and troops landed and after a 
loss of sixty men made the natives retreat. 
The Spaniards were reinforced and six days 
later attacked the natives. The latter were 
behind a barricade and were armed with 
muskets andtwo smallcannon. The Span- 
lards were badly repulsed with the loss of 120 
men. Itisexpected thata general uprising 
of the natives will occur, andthe Governor 
has dispatched ships to Manilla for troops.

The Republicans Fail to Keep Their Bar- 
gain With the Farmers.

STREETER GETS ONLY A PORTION OF 
THEIR PROMISED VOTES. 


Palmer Keeps His Solid Support—The F. 
X. B. A. Men Continue to Vote for 
Farmer Candidates—Present Indica- 
tions—South Dakota’s New Senator. 


SPRINGFIELD, II., Feb. 17.—A. J. Streeter is 
again the candidate of the F. M. B. A. mem- 
bers for Senator, Several conferences were 
held yesterday, and as a result the Big 
Three’’ reached this conclusion. Taubeneck 
engineered the scheme, and it is feared by 
some that the Republicans will accept 
Streeter, although numerous members have 
stated positively that they will do no such 
thing. It took considerable persuading to 
bring Dr. Moore into line. But the F. M. B. A. 
members meet again to-day and it is to be 
seen whether they will ratify their action of 
last night. Streeter expresses great confi- 
Gence of becoming the next Senator, saying 
that nearly all of the Republicans 
have agreed to support him. Gen. 
Palmer is still confident, Me paid a lengthy 
visit to the Democratic headquarters yester- 
day, and conversed in a way that left the im- 
pression that he is still expecting election. 
To-day is looked upon as the day when de- 
cisive action will occur. Speaker Orafts said 
last night that it was riaiculous to talk of the 
Cook County contingent voting for any other 
man than Gen. Palmer. He regards the elec- 
tion of T. H. Kyle, Senator from South Da- 
kota, as an augury of what will take place in 
Illinois, and that Palmer will be selected. 

ON THE ANXIOUS SEAT. 

From an early hour this morning there 
has been much excitement at the 
hotels and in the State House. The breach 
between Cockrell and Moore was bridged 
over yesterday and the three F. F. B. A. men 
now propose to stand together. They agreed, 
as already stated, to again take up thelr old 
candidate, Streeter, and the talk among the 
Republicans of going with them caused a good 
deal of uneasiness among the Democrats. 
The Republicans report this is the last 
day—some of them say the last week— 
that the Democrats will stick to 
Palmer, . but this is not acknowledged 
by those of his party. Many of them say that 
no influence on earth can be brought that 
will induce them ever to leave him. While 
the Democrats do not fear Streeter, they are 
anxious that the F. M. B. A. shall take up 
Mr. Moore and force the Republicans to 
acknowledge that the Republicans were in- 
sincere when they said that they were just 
ready to go to Moore when his party dropped 
him. Hon. W. F. Tuttle, Speaker of the 
Missouri House, is said to have had a long 
conference with Mr. Moore here on Sunday, 
with a view to influencing him in favor of 
Gen. Palmer, with what success is not 
known. 

The sensational portion of the day’s pro- 
ceedings began when the roll call on the 
ninety-eighth vote began. The three F. M. 
B. A.s had agreed to vote for Streeter and 
the Republican steering committee had or- 
dered that party to also vote for Mr. Streeter, 
and the excitement was intense, many 
believing that he would de elected 
on the _ first ballot. Anderson, the 
first Senator led off with Streeter, but the 
very next Senator, Bacon, voted for Oglesby. 
This brought prolonged applause from the 
Democratic side, showing appreciation of the 
fact that the Republicans had ignored the 
orders from the managers and had again 
gone to pieces. Cockrell and Taubeneck 
voted for Streeter, but Moore went for 
Stelle, showing that all parties 
are at ‘‘sea’’ except the Democrats. This 
also proved that the F. M. B. A. are not will- 
ing toaccept their own chosen candidate, 
verifying the prodiction of the Democrats 
that the farmers never would elect Streeter 
even if they hada chance. The result of this 
vote was 101 for Palmer, 69 for Streeter, 80 for 
Oglesby, 8 for Lindly and 1 for Stelle. 

NO CHOICE. 

In the ninety-ninth, 100th and 10ist ballots 
there was no material change. The last was 
thought to be significant, asit represented 
the number of Palmer men, but on a 
roll call the convention adjourned till to- 
morrow. The House is something of an hos- 
pital, Representatives Mitchell, Republican, 
of Lee County, and Ferns of Jersey, lying in 
beds on the floor of the House, under the 
doctor’s care, and answering to the roll call. 


South Dakota’s New Senator. 


PIERRE, S. D., Feb. 17.—Rev. James Hen- 
derson Kyle was yesterday elected United 
States Senator from this State for a term of 
six years, beginning March 4 next, to succeed 
Gideon ©. Moody, Republican. Kyle is at 
present a State Senator from Brown Oounty, 
a Congregational minister, has been a Demo- 
crat for the last five years and was elected on 
the Independent or Farmers’ Alliance ticket. 
Kyle was elected on the fortieth ballot and 
the vote was as follows- Kyle, 75; Sterling, 
(Republican), 55; Tupp, 8; Campbell,1. The 
Independents and Democrats were solid for 
the winner and cast their vote unanimously 
forhim. Kyle says that he isa low tariff, 
silver coinage andthe straight Farmers’ Al- 
liance platform man. The Democrats are 
satisfied that he will vote with their party on 
party questions. Kyle refused to state his 
position on the resubmission ques- 
tion. He is a native of New York 
and was visitingin New England during the 
tate campaign. He was asked early in the 
senatorial battle to submit his name to the 
caucus, but refused until yesterday, when the 
Democrats, finding that he was with them 
on nearly everything, consented to vote for 
him.

FOUGHT IT HARD, 


Senator Stone’s Underground Wire Bill 
Meets a Storm of Amendments. . 


M’GINNIS AGAINST THE MEASURE AND 
DETERMINED TO DEFEAT IT. 


The Sebree Fish Bill Passed—Passage of 
the Tubbs Bill—The Farmers’ Alliance 
Members Demonstrate Their Power in 
the Lower House—The Missouri Legis- 
lature. 


JEFFERSON Ciry, Mo., Feb. 17.—The Stone 
underground wire bill came up for discussion 
in the Senate this morning, it having been 
made a special order for to-day. It met with 
a storm of amendments. „ Its author 
had a number of changes which 
he desired to make. He proposed an 
amendment making the bill applicable 
to cities of 300,000 inhabitants which was 
passed. It seems that Kansas City is not yet. 
ready to favor such a measure and desired to 
be left out. Stone then proposed an amend- 
ment exempting electric streét car wires from 
the provisions of the act. Senator McGinnis 
fought the amendment. He is against 
the billand means to worry it at every turn. 
Senator Stone and Senator Cochran of St. Jo- 
seph, who is seconding Stone in his fight 
for the bill, both spoke in favor 
of the amendment and it was passed. 
Cochran then introduced an amendment 
setting forth thatthe bill should not be so 
construed as to give the electric street rail - 
roads a continuing power to maintain over - 
head wires. He argued that some time it 
might be desired to legislate these wires un- 
derground and that the companies 
might hold that they enjoy a 
vested right. Stone then introduced 
an amendment placing the power to regulate 
the building of the conduits in the hands of 
the Board of Public Improvements. Again 
McGinnis made his fight. Cochran and Stone 
spoke forthe amendment, and pending its 
discussion the Senate took a recess. 
Stone is still confident that he will pass the 
bill, but there will be a strong fight on it. 

The Senate this morning passed the Sebree 
fish bill, restoring tothe statute books the 
old law against seining. 

Senator Miller introduced a bill making the 
first Monday in September a legal holiday. A 
similar bill has been introduced in the House. 

THE HOUSE. 

The House this morning passed the Tubbs 
bill, prohibiting corporations from causing 
theiremployes to pay fora doctor, and the 
habeas corpus bill introduced by Chairman 
Farris of the Judiciary Committee. Mr. Russ 
introduced in the House a bill prohibiting 
card-playing in any saloon or public place. 

The Legislature for the firsttime yesterday 
recognized the strength of the Farmers’ Allli- 
ance inthe Lower House. There was no pos- 
sibility of. successful opposition to the motion 
to engross the resolution on commend- 
ing the Alliance platform, and this 
was the first time that the Alliance has shown 
its strength. It wag conclusively proven yes- 
terday that the Farmers’ Alliance and not 
the Democratic party controls the Lower 
House, and this fact has caused more talk 
than any action of the Legislature as yet. It has 
been claimed all along that the Alliance men 
were Democrats firstand Alliance men after- 
wards. U. S. Hall, H. Martin Williams and 
the rest of the men who represent, or 
claim to represent the Alliance, have, 
however, claimed that the Alliance 
of Missouri is a feature of the Democratic 
party of Missouri only in so far as the Demo- 
cratic party of the State is a feature of the 
State Alliance, and the members 
of the Legisiature, at least, are 
beginning to recognize that there is more 
truth than fletion in the claims. The Alliance 
of Missouri is not quite as redical as that of 
Kansas, but it is just as determined to carry 
out its objects. One of the members of the 
order said this morning: 

„There is such a disposition towards radi - 
calism that the leaders of the party must, to 
defend the Alliance itself, preach conserva- 
tism.’’ 

The ‘‘straight out’’ Democrats of the House 
will dislike very much to see the Alliance 
resolution discussed yesterday passed, but 
they recognize the fact that they cannot pre- 
vent it, and those among them who are am- 
bitious will not say a word against it. What 
they do is to get their feet up against the 
hotel stoves and ask of one another, 
‘‘Whither are we drifting?’’ 

THE NOLAND DEFALCATION. 

The Republicans are bound to force the 
Noland investigation as far as possible, and 
will not let up on their resofutions demanding 
a full investigation. There is no hope of their 
ever being able to get any investigating reso- 
lution through lhe House, however. The 
Republicans argue that the great opposition 
on the part of the Democrats disclosesa fear 
of some one besides Ed Noland being in- 
volved and they propose to push the matter, 

TEXT BOOKS LEGISLATION. 

The text book committee of the House does 
not know what to doin regardto the matter 
of leaving St. Louls out of the provisions of 
the text book bill.

THEY MADE “PINE-KNOT” WHISKY. 


Two Moonshiners Arrested in Dunklin 
County for Illicit Distilling. 


Two citizens of Dunklin County, Mo., were 
arrested Saturday night at Cotton Plant, a 
small town thirty-five milés from Malden, the 
nearest railroad station, and will be brought 
to this city to-night on a 
charge of making whisky without Gov- 
ernment supervision, or in other words 
‘fmoonshining.’’ The men captured are 
named Bowman and Bartlett. They are sin- 
gle and their occupation is supposed to be 
that of farm laborers. For some months the 
law-abiding citizens of Dunklin County have 


Wenneker to putastop to the manufacture 
and sale of illicit whisky in the county, 
and though deputies have been sent 
there three times they could find nothing, but 
were satisfied a ‘‘still’’ was in operation. 
Last week Internal Revenue Agents Capt. 
Thrasher and Kage and Deputy Marshals Noil 
and McCune were sent down to Dunklin 
County to find the still and arrested the 
moonshiners. The country in that 
part is marshy and there are 
several extensive swamps in the 
neighborhood of Cotton Plant. The officers 
rode thirty-five miles across the country and 
spent a few days at Cotton Plant, during 
which time they learned that Bowman and 
Bartlett were the men wanted. They arrested 
Bowman in bed about 100’clock three miles 
from town and found Bartlett at a dance a 
mile from his, home. They arrested 
him while dancing and broke up the party, 
most of the men thinking it best that they 
should go home before any more arrests were 
made. The officers tried to learn from the 
prisoners where the still was located, but 
they would not tell except to say it was in 
the swamps. The officers believed the story 
and as the operators could go in and 
out of the swamp and leave 
no trail. and as the swamps were 
very extensive a search would be fruitless as 
the still would be done away with ina few 
minutes if the owners knew the officers were 
on theirtrack. Bartlett and Bowman asked 
aday’s time to prepare and it was granted. 
Capt. Thrasher arrived here last night and 
the remainder of the company will come in 
to-night. Theprisoners are harmless coun- 
try laborers who do not consider it a crime to 
escape paying taxes or beat the Govern- 
ment, and who are not at all desperate. 
Their arrest will put a stop tothe sale of 
„pine Knot’’ in Dunklin County fora few 
months, at least.

Grand avenue north to Florissant avenue, 
and thence to Calvary Cemetery. The follow- 
ing resolution bearing on the funeral ar- 
Tangements was presented by Hitchcock and 
adopted: 

Resolved, That all societies and organized bodies 
of citizens, whether in St. Louis or from this or 
other States, who may desire places in the procession 
at the funeral of Gen. Sherman on Satat-

In the Casket, 


NEw Tonk, Feb. 17.—To-day the remains of 
Gen. Sherman, dressed inthe uniform of an 
American General, will be put into the casket. 
Only the near relatives will be permitted to 
view the body and no publicity will 
be permitted beyond the funeral 
ceremony. The plain, unadorned casket 
will be left as it is and no flowers nor military 
emblems put about it. The request comes 
from St. Louis that the casket be put in a 
public place, so that the people might pay 
their respects, but this has been refused. At 
Pittsburg it was the intention to escort the 
casket from one station to the other 
when a change of cars occurred, but 
arrangementshave been made fora straight 
run withoutachange. Hundreds of people 
called at the house yesterday and left cards. 
Only a few were admitted. The ca- 
dets at West Point sent a letter of con- 
dolence which arrived yesterday afternoon. 
Secretary Barrett has a last duty to perform 
as Secretary. It is to finish the General’s 
scrap book, which he has kept since 1824. 
About a week before the General died the 
big book was filled up and Secretary Barrett 
bought a new one, much smaller than 
the old. The General objected a little 
because it was so small. In this 
supplementary book Mr. Barrett will 
put clippings from the papers upon Gen. 
Sherman’s death. The funeral car will leave 
here over the Pennsylvania road at 6:30 on 
Thursday evening And is due in St. Louis at

* @eneral’s face was taken yesterday. 


VIEWING THE BODY. 
The family of Gen. Sherman to-day decided 
to allow the friends of the hero and the old 
war veterans who fought with him an op- 
portunity to view the body. Consequently 
they set apart to-day and to-morrow 
from 10 a. m. to (p. m. for that purpose. 
A number of friends called at the house this 
forenoon, The General looks quite natural in 
his last sleep. There is but a slight discolora- 
tion and the face is but Httle swollen. On the 
Diack lid of the casket is folded an American 
flag, on which rests the General’s hat and the 
gold-hilted sword and scabbard presented to 
him at the close of the war by the State of 
New York.

THE 8 SOULARD ESTATE 


IT MAY BE THE SUBJECT OF LITIGATION 
IN THE COURTS. 


The Bulk ofthe Property Said to Have 
Been Willed to His Wife’s Heirs by a 
Codicil Made Only a Short Time Be- 
fore He Died. 


The estate of Henry G. Soulard, who died 
yesterday at his residence, 1703 South Twelfth 
Street, at the advanced age of 90 years, is 
valued at $1,000,000, anda great many people 
are interested in knowing what disposition 
he made of the property. The old gentle- 
man died childless, never had any children,in 
fact, and his wife has been dead two or 
three years. Mrs. Soulard was a Miss Lane, 
the daughter of Dr. Harvey Lane of Ste. 
Genevieve, and after her father’s death her 
mother and married sister, Mrs. Chente, lived 
with her until they died. Mrs. Chenie's 
daughter married Frank X. Lamotte, of the 
real estate firm of Green & Lamotte,and after 
his death she became the wife of Gen. D. M. 
Frost. She died several years ago, leaving 
two giris by her second husband,who are now 
attending school at theVisitation Convent, and 
ason and daughter by her first husband, 
namely, J. Soulard Lamotte, who has lived 
for many years at the Soulard homestead, on 
South Twelfth street, and Miss Lizzie, now 
the wife of Mullanphy Cates. 

TREATED AS THEIR CHILDREN. 

Lamotte and Mrs. Cates were 
always treated by Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
G. Soulard as their own children, 
and a great many think that theold gentle- 
man adopted them that they might inherit 
his property, belleving that if he left it 
to them by will, the will would be con- 
tested, as wills generally are, if the 
estate is large and the direct 
heirs are not duly recognized by the testator. 
Others, however, say that it was their mother 
he adopted and not them, and in that case 
the two Frost girls in the Visita- 
tion Convent would de joint heirs 
with their older brother and sister. No adop- 
tion papers in favor of either mother or chil- 
dren were placed on record, but they would 
— — even if recorded after Mr. Soulard’s 

eath.

LEFT A WILL. 

From one of the heirs of Mr. Soulard it was, 
however, learned this morning that Mr. 
Soulard had left a will. He did not know 
what was in it, but he had understood 
that the old gentleman’s property had 
been left, the whole of it, 
to Soulard Lamotte and Mrs. Cates. If that 
were true the will would be contested, as it 
was well known that the old géntleman was 
not in condition during the last ten 
years of his life to make a 
will. Still another relative said 
that Mr. Soulard had madetwo wills. By the 
first he willed allof his property to his wife, 
but upon her death he made another will, 
leaving the property to Mr. Lamotte 
and Mrs. Cates. This same gentleman 
was authority for the statement that Mrs. 
Soulard’s will had been written out, and that 
it only required her signature and a date to 
make it legal, and they were to be added upon 
the death of her husband. By this will she 
was to leave the property to Mr. Lamotte and 
Mrs. Cates. 

Then there was another story told tothe 
effect that Mr. Soulard had so worded his will 
in favor of his wife that she could dispose of 
the property before his death. Such a docu- 
ment would be legal and her will was made in 
accordance with the authority granted Mrs.

The children of James 8. Soulard were 
all girls, and none are now iiy- 
ing in this city. One is married 
to Henry F. MecClosky of Galena, III., 
and one to Henry Cowith of Chicago. Then 
there are Mrs. Hattie Webb of Galena, III.; 
Mrs. Adele Holcomb of St. Paul, and Mrs. 
Jennings of Dubuque, Io. The only other 
child was Mrs. E. B. Kimball, now 
deceased. She left several children, however, 
and ‘they are believed to have been men- 
tioned in the willfor their mother’s share. 
One of the children is Mr.s Ben Kimball, th 
insurance agent, and another is the wife of 
Mr. Joseph Bogy of the firm of Bogy & Co., on 
Olive street. 

THE ESTATE. 

The estate consists mostly of real estate in 
the vicinity of Mr. Soulard’s old home-* 
stead, and includes a great many 
business houses on South Broadway, 
between Park and Allen avenues. Most 
of these houses, as in fact nearly all of the 
old gentleman’s real estate is leased on long 
leases of ten and twenty years, with renewal 
clauses. The property extends from the 
river west to Second Carondelet avenue and 
take in whole blocks. The assessed value of 
it on the Assessor’s books 18 $291,830, and the 
real value is nearly three times as much. He 
also paid taxes on $22,800 of per- 
sonal property, making nearly $300,000 
worth of property on Which he paid 
taxes. Mr. Charles Green had charge of Mr. 
Soulard’s property until a few years ago, 
when Mr. Lamotte took charge and has been 
managing it ever since. 

WILL PROBABLY CONTEST IT. 

The codicil to the will is the most important 

part of it, the bulk of the property being dis-

THEY WILL PROTEST. 


BROADWAY MERCHANTS OPPOSE MER- 
CHANTS’ TERMINAL ENCROACHMENTS. 


A Lively Session of the Railroad Com- 
mittes of the Council to Take Place This 
Evening—The Protesters State the 
Grounds of Their Objections. 


The property owners on North Broadway 
and Third street, south of Dickson street, 
are determined to fight the St. Louis Mer- 
chants’ Terminal Rallroad Co. to the bitter 
end in its efforts to erect and maintain 
tracks on the two streets named. Mr. 
Comfort introduced into the Council on 
Jan. 9, 189, a bill giving to the 
Terminal Co. the privilege of construct- 
ing spur tracks on the east side of Broadway, 
intersecting this thoroughfare at the north 
end of the old Round Top Market and running 
south on Broadway across Biddle street and 
into block 143, just south of Biddle and east of 
Broadway, terminating at Carr street. The 
Third street line is designed to run on the east 
side of the Round Top Market on the west side 
of the street, The tracks are designed to 
come from the present track in Collins street 
and will cross the corner of block 
690, known as the Bates’ School 
block, and which is owned by the Terminal 
Co., crossing Dickson street, and going 
through the very center of 287, coming out at 
the intersection of Broadway and Third 
street, where the Union Stove Emporium 
concern is now doing business, Then the 
tracks are planned astold before. This or- 
dinance was referred to the Committee on 
Railroads of the Council, and that body meets 
at 40’clock this afternoon to hear the argu- 
ments of the protesting business men of the 
vicinity affected, 

THE ORDINANCE. 

The following is a copy of the ordinance as 
now before the Council: 

Sec. 1. The St. Louis Merchants’ Terminal Bridge 
Co. is hereby authorized to construct, maintain and 
operate a switch or branch track, leading from their 
present track in Collins street ata point about 150 feet 
north of Dickson street, thence southwardly across 
the corner of city block 690, across Dickson street; 
across city block 287 and north and south alley in 
same, across O Fallon street into: Broadway, and 
thence along the west side of the property known as 
the Round Top Market, across Biddle street and 
through city block 143 to Carr street, with a spur 
track leading therefrom along the east side of said 
Round Top Market across Biddle street and along 
the west side of Third street to Carr street; also one 
or more spur tracks leading from city block 287 
across O' Fallon street into city block 286, and from 
the east side of Broadway in front of block 287 ,north- 
wardly across Dickson street into biock 690. 

Sec. 2. The tracks herein authorized shall be laid 
under the supervision and tothe satisfaction of the 
Street Commissioner, op a grade even with the 
street, and the space between the rails and for two 
feet outside thereof shall be keptin good repair by 
the said St. Louis Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Rail- 
way Co. Should the said St. Louis Mer- 
chants’ Bridge Terminal Railway Co. fail 
at any time to keep in repair the tracks 
above specified, the Street Commissioner shall, after 
ten days’ notice in writing to said company make 
such repairs as may be required at the expense of 
said St. Louis Merchants’. Bridge Terminal Railway 
Oo. Any failure of said dSmpany tocomply with the 
provisions of this ordinance shall worka forfeiture 
of all rights granted by this ordinance, — 

Sec, 3. This ordinance is subject to the condition 
that, within sixty days from the approval of this or- 
dinance, the St. Louis Merchants’ Bri Terminal 
Railway Go. shall file its bond with the City Register 
in the sum of $5,000, with two or more securities, 
owners of unincumbered real estate in the city of St. 
Louis, tobe approved by the Mayor and Council,

Severalof the lead - 
ers in the movement were visited by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter this morning to hear what 
reason they had for fighting the ordinance. 
They were a unit in saying that Broadway, 
St. Louis’ main thoroughfare, would be irre- 
deemably ruined ifthe proposition now be- 
fore the Council was carried out. 

WOULD BE AN OUTRAGE. 

Mr. John J. Rich, of McCabe, Young & Co., 
whose place of business is just south on the 
west side of Broadway, of the intersection of 
Broadway and Third street, was seen to-day 
and said: 

There are now two cable tracks on Broad. 
way in front of our store, and should these 
cars be allowed to run on the street algo 
there would be only 10 feet 3 inches forthe 
entire business of the city at the north 
end of Round Top Market, or 
at the intersection of O’Fallon street. 
Our firm left Main street because we 
saw that the time was fast coming when 
the railroads would be given almost 
the entire territory west of Third street, and 
now the Terminal company is following 
us to our present place of business, They de- 
sire to close up Biddle street, the only thor- 
oughfare zn which hauling can be done 
from the levee to this part of 
town without going several blocks south, 
or more than a mile out oftheway. The Ter- 
minal Co. gives no reason for wanting to 
blockade Broadway and injure Third street 
further than they want to put in spur tracks. 
We appeared before the railroad committee 
of the Council last week to protest against 
this move, but after considering the lack of 
information we asked that the matter 
be postponed until to-day, which 
was done. At this committee meeting I met 
Maj. Rainwater and asked him why 
he wanted trackage on Broadway. 
His answer gave no definite informa- 
tion. Block 143, bounded by Carr on the 
south, Biddle on the north, Broadway on the 
west and Third on the east 1s the 
terminus of the proposed spur 
tracks. The track running along 
the east side of Broadway will so completely 
blockade the thoroughfare that it 
will be ruined north of Carr street. 
People who have business that 
could be done in thig part of the city will stay 
away for the reason that the locomotives will 
scare the horses. -The street is sufficiently 
crowded now, with only nineteen feet on each 
side of the cable tracks,’’

. Cowles Arrested for Murder. 
CLARKS, Neb., Feb. 17.—8. B. Cowles, Presi- 
dent of the Pacific Bank, was arrested at 
noon yesterday charged with the murder of 
his wife on Feb. 4. She had been found 
‘cRoked to deathin her bedroom and Cowles 
himself was found apparently unconscious 
on the floor with a wound on his head. 
Money and jewelry were missing from the 


“house and Cowles said that a masked 


burglar had entered the bedroom, 
knocked him down and murdered 
his wife. He offered $5,000 reward for the 
apprehension of the murderer. Suspicion 
from the first pointed to the banker as a wife- 
murderer. The $50 supposed to have been 
stolen was found hidden away in a chest. The 
door supposed to have been forced by the 
burglar had been broken open with a hatchet, 
afterwards found in the stable. It was 
thought the motive for the murder was a 
$5,000 life insurance on Mrs. Cowles’ life in the 


American Legion of Honor. The jury, after two 


weeks’ investigation, were so reluctant to 
charge Banker Oowles with the awful crime 
that they referred the matter to the county 
authorities. Cowles himself affected to assist 
the investigation, and -was apparently over- 
come at the idea that suspicion could fasten 
upon him. At noon yesterday he took a train, 
ostensibly for Omaha, and wasatonce ar- 
rested by detectives at Columbus. He 
promptly demanded a full investigation. His 
arrest caused the greatest excitement. 
Cowles isa prominent Mason and Odd Fel- 
low, and for several years was an Officer of the 
Union Pacific transportation service, while 
his bank is one of the largest in the State. 
His wife was a society leader. The wounds 
on the banker’s head are the merest 
scratches and could not have rendered him 
unconscious. He claimed that he had been 


struck by a revolver as he sprang out of bed. 
It is intimated that Cowles is financtally em- 


barrassed and that the $5,000 insurance money 
would have tided him overa tight place. He 
has retained four prominent lawyers. The 


preliminary hearing will be waived, and the 


trial takes place Feb. 18.

Last night McMullen was brought to this 
place and placedin jail. The husband and 
wife had been drunkards for years, and 
their children have inherited the vice. 
Two years Ago their 20-year-old 
daughter was burned to death with her 
child while drunk in bed, with her parents 
also dead drunk in the next room. McMullen 
had evidently tore the clothing from his wife 
and then applied the red-hot poker to her 
bare flesh time and again, heedless of her 
shrieks for mercy. The body was a fearful 
sight. Threats of lynching caused his re. 
moval to the jail at this place. 


The Mafia in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, III., Feb. 17.—A crowd of Italians 
came to the office of the Chief of Police last 
night to ask for protection for one of their 
number, Joseph Gazzolo, who had, they said, 
been condemned to death by the Mafla. Gaz- 
tolo formerly kept a fruit-stand on Madison 
street. Several months ago he was notified 
by the proprietor of the property that he 
must leave within a certain time. He then 
repre- 
senting that he hada year’s lease. Perditta 
soon found outthe fraudulent nature of the 
transaction. Gazzolo has been absent from 
the city for some time. Since his return a 
week ago, he has received three mysterious 
notices, written in red, notifying him that he 
had already been tried by the Tribunal, 
and unless he made amends for the swindle 
within a given time his life would be taken. 
These missives were signed Mafla. Gagzolo 
is afraid to stir out of the house unless ac- 
companied by half a dozen friends and wants 
the Mafia hunted down.

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STATE GRAIN INSPECTION CONDEMNED 
BY THE REPORT OF BURES. 


Some Significant Figures Showing the In- 
eompetency of the Experts—O’Shea’s 
Force as Contrasted With the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange Inspectors. 


The subject of the mannerin which the 
O’Shea inspectors are grading grain is daily 
being more generally discussed, and the 
feeling of dissatisfaction is rapidly growing, 
not only in the city, but also among the farm- 
ers. When State inspection was first inaugu- 
rated it was sustained by many farmers, who 
thought the grading established by the St. 
Louis Merchants’ Exchange needlessly strict, 
and expected that they would be enabled to 
obtain better prices for their crop under a less 
discriminating management. In this they 
have been disappointed, asthey did not an- 
ticipate that the market would be flooded by 
Kansas hard wheat grading as No. 2 red, and. 
rated as high as the fine Missouri grain. 

THE FARMERS AROUSED. 

A gentleman well known in milling circles 
said: ‘*The farmers are beginning to see 
what a mistake they made in forcing the 
State inspection bill upon the people, and are 
now almost as much opposed to State in- 
spection as conducted by O’Shea and his 
fellow experts as the millers and exporters 
are. A great many of them thought that 
under the State inspection their good No. 8 
would grade as No. 2, but none had any idea 
that Kansas hard wheat, if mixed with 
red, would be graded at the same rate as 
their own. The Burks inspection was un- 
popular with all who had the interests of St. 
Louls at heart, but the O’Shea inspection is 
unpopular with everyone except the Kansas 
farmers, and the Kansas City receivers who 
handle their product. The bill benefits Kan- 
sas atthe expense of Missouri. The farmers 
are beginning to recognize this fact, as is 
evidenced by letters received by a number of 
firms here, and the indignation is general 
throughoutthe State. If Kansas isallowed to 
dump its hard wheat on this market as No. 2 
red, our farmers might as well stop trying to 
raise fine wheat, for it will be of little ad- 
vantage to them. 

THE MISSOURI CROP TH REATEN ED. 

The high grades established in this city 
have induced our farmers to improve the 
quality of their crops. The soil is good as 
any in the country, and to-day Missouri 
wheat is better than any soft wheat grown. 
Ifthe farmers are to have the advantage 
this gives them solely for the purpose 
of building up the industries of a foreign 
State, it must result in a general decline in 
the quality and value of our wheat product, 
for the lowest quality in any grade is the 
most profitable.’’ 

A gentleman who has been connected for 
more than “(fifteen years with the 
inspection on the east side of 
the river said: ‘‘I never inspected 
under the Burks regime, but have had it in 
my power to obtain a great deal of informa- 
tion concerning the manner in which State 
inspection is conducted, and I have read 
carefully the annual report of the chief 
grain inspector. It must have been writ- 
ten with the idea that the readers 
were as laughably ignorant of the subject 
matter as the inspector himself, forto any- 
one who is at all familiar with the subject the 
report clearly proves the inefficiency of the 
State inspection. Ex-Inspector Burks, whose 
chief deputy has succeeded him in office, 
states in his report that ‘no claims for errors 
against our inspectors, with any merit, have 
been madeor presented.’ He immediately 
afterwards calls attention to the report of 
Register Tracy as confirming this statement. 
I do not believe that he ever read the report, 
for if he hadI do not see how he possibly 
could have directed attention to 
it. Tracy’s report Says: There 
were thirty appeals taken from 
the decisions of the Inspection Department to 
the Arbitration Committee. The inspection 
was sustained in eight casesandthe grade 
raised by the committee in twenty-two 
cases.’ This Burks regards as sustaining his 
claim that no claims for errors with any 
merit had been made. Take this record and 
compare it with that of the East St. Louis 
Merchants’ Exchange inspectors. In six 
years there have been only about six com- 
plaints, and none of them were sustained. 
The sustained complaints against the State 
in a single year would at this rate be as great 
as the groundless ones made against the Mer. 
chants’ Exchange employes in a quarter 
of a century. Burks also quotes from 
the Illinois State Inspector’s report, in which 
it is stated that only men of long and critical 
experience, witha sense of personal finan- 
cial responsibility always before them, could 
accurately grade so many lots of grain as 
they were called upon to do. The Burks 
force was, with a very few exceptions, ut- 
terly destitute of experience,as is proved 
by the wretched character of their inspec- 
tion as exhibitedin Tracy’s report. O’Shea 
has the same men, and a repetition of the 
blunders may confidently be expected.’’

Peter Taaffe’s Legatee Describes the 
Drawing of His Will. 


IT Was DONE BY Miss HEATH, THE SICK 
MAN’S NURSE. 


Romantic Gathering and Incidents 
Around a St. Louisan’s Death-Bed at 
Hot Springs—A Priest, a Dying Bride- 
groom,a Willing Bride and No Mar- 
riage—The Legal Contest. 


The legal contest over the will ot the late 
Peter Taaffe, to be begun by his relatives in 
an effort to set aside a bequest of one-third of 
his estate to Miss Esther Mills, head assistant 
of the Hodgen School of this city, promises be 
not only an exceedingly interesting and ro- 
mantic fase in its developments, but also 
one of the bitterest struggles of that nature 
ever known in the St. Louis law courts. 
Widely conflicting stories of the conditions 
and events leading up to the peculiar will 
entered for probate yesterday afternoon are 
already told by the prospective contestants, 
and the strongest possible feeling is man- 
ifested, growing out of the inevitable antag- 
onism caused by sucha fight. The prospect 
of the great public interest that will un- 
doubtedly be manifested in the effort 
to break Mr. Taaffe’s will arises from the fact 
of the strange and picturesque gathering 
around the testator’s death-bed at the Hot 
Springs Hotel, where he breathed his last, 
and the dramatic scenes that seem to have 
occurred during those few days. The 
romantic atmosphere imparted tothe story 
by the presence of the lady whom Mr. Taaffe 
wished to marry, even when he was dying, 
and his several relatives, who, according to 
her statement, were even then playing at 
eross purposes with her, adds a marvelous 
interest to the little scrap of hotel note paper 
upon which the remarkable will was written, 
signed and witnessed, while the undoubted 
mystery surrounding the circumstances 
under wwich that will was drawn up, com- 
pletes the essentials necessary to make

MISS MILLS TELLS HER STORY. 

Miss Esther Mills, the public school teacher, 
who was to have become Peter Taaffe’s wife, 
and in whose favor the contested will is 
drawn, was seen again by a PostT-DISPATCH 
reporter this morning at the Hodgen School, 
and gave a most graphic, detailed account of 
the events of the two weeks preceding Mr. 
Taaffe’s death and the filing of the will for 
probate. Miss Mills is quiet and dignified in 
manner, a rather prepossessing lady of prob- 
ably 35 years of age, and is much annoyed by 
the publicity given her as the heroine of the 
romantic story attaching to the legacy by 
— she falls heir to several thousand dol- 
ars. 

wish to deny all the statements made by 
Judge Patrick J. Taaffe, brother of Mr. Peter 
Taaffe,’’ said Miss Milis, in beginning her 
statement, ‘‘which are published in a morn- 
ing paperto-day. My lawyer, Mr. Edmond 
A. B. Garesche, advises me to say nothing, 
but Mr. Taaffe’s relatives intend to tell their 
side ofthe story,andI will dothesame. I 
have already told the Post-DISPATCH 
of the engagement of Mr. Taaffe 
and myself, which was to have 
then terminated by our marriage last sum- 
mer, postponed, however, by Mr. Taaffe’s ill- 
ness. Now I wilitellthe whole story of the 
events occurring at Hot Springs, which his 
relatives are falsifying in every possible way. 

SUMMONED TO HOT SPRINGS. 

On Thursday, Jan. 15, I received a tele- 
gram from Hot Springs telling me that Mr. 
Taaffe was much worse and to come down at 
once. It is true the telegram was from Mr. 
Taaffe’s physician, Dr.Garnet,but it was sent 
by Mr. Taaffe’s desire, and was really from 
him. As soon as I receivedit I went to see 
Judge Patrick J. Taaffe. I had never met 
him before, butI naturally consulted him as 
the brother of the man towhomI was en- 
gaged and because I believed him to be the 
same kind of a man as Mr. Taaffe, the soul of 

honor and integrity. I told Judge Taaffe of 
my relations toward his brother, and that I 
intended going to Hot Springs to be with 
him, as he was in danger of 
death. Judge Taaffe and Mr. John Donegan, 
a nephew of Mr. Taaffe’s, went with me from 
St. Louis to Hot Springs. We left here on the 
light of Friday, Jan. 16, and arrived at Hot 
Springs the following night. 

AN UNWILLING HEROINE. 

There I found myself in a most conspicu- 
ous, and to me, distasteful position. Mr. 
Taaffe had told every one about the hotel 
that we were engaged, and it 
was expected that as soon as 
I arrived a romantic marriage 
was totake place. I shrink from anything 
like public notice and there every one was 
looking at me as the lady who was to be mar- 
ried in such a peculiar way. As soon as I 
arrived, Mr. Taaffe told me that he had sent 
for me because he wished to make me his 
wife before he died. AsI was a Protestant 
and hea Catholic, we could not be married 
until the arrival of the dispensation that 
had already been asked for. That 
arrived two days later, and Mr. Taaffe 
asked his brother, Judge Taaffe, to get a 
priest sothat the marriage ceremony could 
be performed. Althqugh that request was 
made on Monday morning, and Judge Taaffe 
started out at once for the priest, Father 
Garrity did not visit the hotel until Tuesday 
afternoon, and I am forced to believe that 
Mr. Taaffe’s relatives had been working on 
him in the meantime to induce him to oppose 
or delay the marriage as much as possible. 

WANTED A LAWYER’S AID. 

„This he did, and in the meantime Mr. 
Taaffe was growing steadily worse. Heap- 
peared to be greatly worried about pro- 
viding for me, and at last spoke to his brother 
and Father Garrity about making a willin 
which he would leave a portion of his estate 
to me. Father Garrity told him it was the 
best thing he could do, that he had a perfect 
right to dispose of his property as he 
pleased, and that already in the eyes of 
the church I was his wife. The priest urged 
that a lawyer be sent for at once to draw up 
the will. At this Judge Taaffe said quickly: 

„There is no necessity for that. I am a 
lawyer myself, and can draw up the will as 
well as anyone else.’ 

eit was understood that he was to do this, 
but he never did, and never referred to the 
subject again. Then Mr. Taaffe renewed 
his offer to marry me then and there, 
and Father Garrity consented to perform the 
ceremony. I believed Mr. Taaffe was dying 
at that time, and I declined to consent to 
such a marriage. I had a great deal at 
stake, The work of years in my school career 
would have been sacrificed by my marriage, 
Mr. Taaffe would have died shortly after- 
wards and I would probably have found my- 
self unprovided for. As it is, I bave 
a salary of $8 per month as head 
assistant here, and there was never 
any reason for my marrying any man to se- 
cure my own future. No thought of Mr. 
Taaffe’s money ever entered into my rela- 
tions toward him, but I have a mother de- 
pendent upon me, and I could not bring my- 
self to marry him on his death-bed and then 
find myself without the position and career I 
had worked for so long, and perhaps receive 
nothing as his widow to justify me in making 
the sacrifice. I knew Mr.Taaffe’s property was

Mr. Taaffe 
told me afterwards what he had 
done, but the will was not 
handed to me untilthe very day I left Hot 
Springs, and then only because Mr. Taaffe in- 
sisted upon my taking it. 

4 A CHANGE FOR THE BETTER, 

„Dr. Garnet had always said that Mr, 
Taaffe’s worrying about me was one thing 
that kept him back and added to his sickness, 
and he did begin to improve from that day. 
In a few days Dr. Garnet pronounced him out 
of danger. The erysipelas had left his brain, 
and it was thought all danger was past. 

„Then, when I felt that he would recover, I 
went to Mr. Taaffe and offered to marry him, 
But he declined, because he felt that there 
was then no necessity for the ceremony being 
performed while he was on a sick-bed. 

„ will be on my feet again soon,’ he said, 
‘and then we can be married. 

Mr. Taaffe improved so rap‘dly that on 
Friday, Jan. 30, after I hada long talk with 
his brother, Judge Taaffe, in which I told him 
that my school duties demanded my presence 
in St. Louis, Ileft Hot Springs. Mr. Taaffe 
continued to improve, and on the very day he 
died, Feb. 5, had dictated a letter to me in 
which he spoke of his certain and speedy re- 
covery. Judge Taaffe and I never had any 
talk about Mr. Taaffe’s affairs, but I confided 
in him all the time I was. in Hot Springs just 
as 1 would have done with a brother. 
I see now that 1 was foolish 
in doing so. I do not expect to 
benefit much by Mr. Taaffe’s provision for 
me, as I suppose before his relatives are 
through with their fight they will use up the 
estate in legal expenses. And the fight Is be- 
ing largely made by nephews and nieces 
whom Mr. Taaffe had supported and to whom 
he had been a father.’’ 

THE TAAFFE CONTESTANTS. 

Mr. John T, Donegan, thé nephew who was 
present in Hot Springs during Mr. Taaffe’s 
last illness, was seen also by a PoOST-DISPATCH 
reporter, but declined to talk about the 
matter. Aneffort was made to see Judge 
Patrick J. Taaffe at the Four Courts, but he 
could not be found. Oneofthe relatives in- 
terested in the will contest stated, however, 
that Miss Milis had told Judge Taaffe’s wife, 
since her return from Hot Springs, that the 
wil had been drawn up at 2 o’clock in the 
morning of Thursday, Jan. 22, and that she, 
Miss Mills, had remained in the room and 
watched over Mr. Taaffe while the nurse, 
Miss Heath, awoke the witness, Mary Malloy, 
and brought her back as a witness. Miss 
Mills, the Taaffe contestants claim, also 
statedto Judge Taaffe at Hot Springs that 
she could not marry and give up her school 
career unless she were sure of receiving $10,- 
000 or $12,002 Mr. Taaffe’s estate has been 
valued all the way from $10,000 to $50,000, and 
it will be some time before its real value in 
settlement is known. It is not believed that 
Miss Mills’ one-third of the estate will amount 
to over $5,000 when the estate is wound up. 
The Taaffe contestants are Judge Patrick J. 
Taaffe, brother of the testator; Lawrence, An- 
nie, Thomas and Patrick Taaffe, and JohnT., 
Anna and Joseph Donagan, nephews and 
nieces, 


“SKIPPY”! DEAN’S CASE. 


The Trial of 4 Notorious Character Post- 
poned. 


The case against William Clark, alias Skip- 
py’’ Deans, was called in the First District 
Police Court this morning and, at the request 
of the defendant, was continued until to-mor- 
row morning. ‘‘Skippy’’ Dean is a most 
notorious st.

THE PRESIDENT, CABINET MEMBERS 
AND OTHERS ATTEND. 


The Funeral the Most Imposing Ever 
Witnessed at the National Capital— 
Delegate Smith’s Mishap—Senate and 
House Proceedings—The Free Coinage 
Advocates. ! 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 17.-—The funeral 
ceremonies over the remains of Admiral 
Porter, the highest officer in the American 
navy at the time of his death, took place this 
afternoon from his residence in this city. The 
event was very imposing, the greatest honors 
known to naval regulations being paid to the 
dead hero. The officers of the Government, 
including the President, members of the 
Cabinet, Senators and Representatives, 
Juétices of the Supreme Court, army officers 
of every rank, vice- admirals and numberless 
naval officers, members of the diplomatic 
corps, and men distinguished in letters and 
science were present. All the Executive De- 
partments, the District offices and public 
schools were closed. The throng about the 
residence during the services was great. Rev. 
Dr. Douglass, pastor of St. John’s Episcopal 
Church, officiated. It was nearly 8 o’clock 
when the funeral cortage moved to Arlington, 
where the remains were interred with the 
highest naval honors. The funeral proces- 
sion was composed of more than 5,000 troops, 
consisting of marines, militia, United States 
regulars, artillery and cavalry, in charge 
of Rear Admiral Kimberly. Following the 
family were the President and members of 
the Cabinet in carriages and a long line, of 
carriages containing army and navy Officers 
ana distinguished people. The pall bearers 
were Vice-President Morton, Senator Mander- 
son of Nebraska, Senator McPherson of New 
Jersey, Senator Hawley of Connecticut, Gov. 
Pattison of Pennsylvania, Maj.-Gen. Scho- 
fleld, U. 8.

A bill has been framed 
and Republicans are urged to adopt itas a 
party measure. The bill embraces some 
featuresof Sherman’s national bank propo- 
sition. Itallows national banks to be char- 
tered on a minimum deposit of $5,000 in United 
States bonds and authorizes them to issue 
bank notes to the face value of United States 
bonds on deposit, instead of limiting them to 
90 per cent, as at present.

finery May Resume Operations, 

The stockholders of the St. Louis Sugar Re- 
fining Co. have been notified ofa meeting to 
be held Thursday. Feb. 26, to vote upon a 
proposition to sell, convey and deliver the 
property and dissolve the corporation and for 
such other business as may properly be 
brought before the meeting.’’ 

‘*The meeting, said Mr. R. J. Lackland, 
the Vice-President of the company, when 
asked about the notices sent to the stockhold- 


ers, is to be held as a mere formality in 


order to comply with the requirements of the 
jaw. The property has already been sold and 
this meeting of stockholders is to 
ratify the sale, but as the 
company’s stock is nearly all held by the di- 
rectors, andas the directors made the sale 
the stockholders’ meeting will be a very tame 
affair. The property was sold a short time 
ago for $755,000, and the purchaser was the 
American Sugar Refining Co., which was in- 
corporated in New Jersey last December. Yes, 
this company takes the place of the old Sugar 
Trust. Congress, you know, legislated 
against the trusts, and so, to keep within the 
law we had to reorganize in a new way. The 
American Sugar Refining Co. was incorpor- 
ated with a capital of $50,000,000, 
and all of the sugar refining com- 
panies that were in the old trust have 
sold out to the new company. Mr. H. 0. 
Havermeyer of New York is the President, 
and there are six other directors, all Eastern 
men. 
interest in the American Co. will be as $755,- 
000 is to $50,000,000. I think we have ten refin- 


eries in the trust or the American Co., as it is 


now called, two in New Orleans, two in Bos- 
ton, one in St. Louis, one in San Francisco 
and four or five in New York. The refineries 
not with us are the four in Philadelphia, one 
in Baltimore and also one in Boston and one 
in San Francisco, seven in all. The one in 
San Francisco belongs to Claus Spreckles as 
does also one of the Philadelphia refineries. 

„es, I think the St. Louis refinery will 
start up again before long, or, at least the 
prospects are very good for a resumption of 
business here when the present duty on raw 
sugar is taken off next April. The duty is 
mostly from 1% to 2% cents per pound and 
it makes a good dealof difference to a big re- 
finery like the one here in St. Louis. We buy 
the raw sugar, you. know, and refine it our- 
selves.’’ 

The St. Louis sugar refinery is one of the 
largest in the country and has been shut down 
now more thantwo years. Several hundred 
hands are employed when it is in full opera- 
t ion and it brings millions of dollars to the 
city. Seven of the trust refineries are now 
running.

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SENATOR QUAY READS A STATEMENT IN 
THE UNITED STATES SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 17.—Yesterday 
afternoon in the Senate Senator Mathew 8. 
made the reply, which has been so long 
looked for by everybody, The delivery of the 
reply took about halfan hour, Senator Quay 
speaking from carefully prepared notes. He 
spoke in a quiet, matter-of-fact manner 
and when he finished, sat down with noap- 
plause and no congratulations. He opened 
with the statement that never since the time 
of Alexander Hamilton hada man been 80 
hounded and so persistently maligned as he. 
He said that he desired to contradict the lies 
which had been told and put upon the 
records of the Senate his denial of every 
charge made against him. In answer to the 
charge of the misappropriation of State funds 
of Pennsylvania, the Senator said: 

The first assertion concerning my omeſal 
acts isthatat some time, or continuously, 
between the years or 1879 and 1882, I alone, 
OF acting with another or others, used the 
moneys of the State of Peensylvania for 
Speculative or private purposes. I denounce 
this statement as absolutely false. In 1877 the 
Democratic party in Pennsylvania elected.a 
State Treasurer and Auditor-General, the 
financial officers of the Commonwealth. A 
year or two later, pending their terms of of- 
fice, I became engaged in stock operations. In 
some transactions I was associated and 
jointly interested with the gentieman who 
‘was at that time the cashier of the 
State Treasury. These transactions 
proved seriously disastrous, and 1 
was compelied to pay a portion of his losses 
as well as — utah In doing this it became 
necessary to supply an alleged deficiency he 
had caused in the Treasury. Asa — of 
the fund for the purpose, I borrowed 3100, 000 


rom the gentleman who is at present my 


coll®ague in the Senate. I gave him my judg- 
ment note therefor, the amount of which 
note I paid him, dollar for dollar. years ago. 
Not until the beginning of the settlement of 
our losses was I aware that any deficiency 
existed, and I had some assurance that my 
associate was able tocarry his share of the 
losses. My connection thereafter was simply 
with the aid of friends to raise the necessary 
funds to make good the deficit. 

It is charged that again I used moneys be- 
longing to the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
to purchase bonds or stocks or both, of a Ohl 
cago street railway.

He told how Mrs. Vail exclaimed at once, 
„Oh, Charlie, you've shot me, and how he 
replied at once with the explanation which 
his attorney was expected to make for him 
to-day, No, Fanny, it was an accident, it 
struck the wheel.’’ He spoke at length on 
the coolness and the want of 
feeling which he towards 
his wife. How beside 
her to guard every utterance of her lips until 
death sealed them forever. Mr. Mudd spoke 
of his calmness atthe funeral, how he hur- 
ried back to St. Louis to notify the insurance 
companies of the death of his wife. He said 
that in the course of the married life of these 
two people Vail had contributed but $7 to his 
wife’s support and had left her in a condition 
when wives seek to retireto the homes all 
good men provide for them, to provide for 
herself. 

Then, discussing the pistol, Mr. Mudd sald 
that while it was possible for an expert to fix 
it so that the hammer could be discharged by 
striking the hammer upon some hard sub- 
stance, still, carried as such pistols always 
are carried and with the heavy cloth 
of an overcoat between it and a 
wagon tire, it was impossible for 
it to be discharged. ‘‘You might, he said, 
‘*throw it at rats in your cellar for forty 
years without discharging it. He 
then descrbed the course of the ball through 
the overcoat, its course thrpugh the body of 
Mrs. Vail, and stated how he expected to 
showthat these facts proved the State’s 
theory of murder. He then called on the ju- 
rors to hear the evidence impartially 
and render a just verdict, regardless 
of everything but right and justice. 

Mr. McDonald objected tothe statement of 
the State on the grounds that it was not 
impartial, it was biased, and was not in ac- 
cordance with facts in the possession of the 
State.

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BRIDGES CARRIED AWAY ANI HOUSES 
MOVED ¥ROM THEIR FOUNDATIONS. 


The People Greatly Alarmed and Desert- 
ing Their Houses—A Big Log Boom 
Threatening Great Destruction—The 
Rivers Still Rising—Cambria Under 
Water. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., Feb. 17.—Johnstown is ex- 


periencing many of the horrors of the flood of 
June, 1889. Owingto continued and heavy 


rains Sunday night the river began rising 


yesterday morning and by noon reached an 
glarming height. From that time on the 
volume of water increased more rapidly, the 
river rising at the rate ofone foot an hour. 
All the works of the Cambria Iron Co. were 
thut down early in the day and the pupils in 
the public schools were dismissed. As it was 
impossible to reach the Pennsylvania 
Railroad a freight depot was estab- 
lished up town, the cars being run in 
on a switch to the Cambria Iron Co.’s works. 
Early in the day the new Walnut Street 
Bridge, in course of construction, had been 
carried away and some ofthe streets in the 
lower part of the city are under water. As 
this bridge floated down stream it struck an 
fron bridge belonging to the Cambria Iron 
Oo., where a large number of men were sta- 
tioned to protect it from damage. Their 
efforts were without avafl and the structure 
was carried from its moorings. It was held 
for a few minutes by ropes which had been 
gecurely fastened, but just as it broke a 4 
the discovery was made that one of the wo 
men, named Riley, was on the floating bridge 
and it looked as if he would drown. A rope 
was thrown Riley which he quickly tied 
around his boay and, as he floated under the 
great stone bridge strong hands caught the 
end which he threw them and amid 
much excitement he was safely 
drawn to the top of the bridge. 
By 3 o' clock many of the streets were under 
water and hundreds of families were hur- 
riedly getting into boats and being removed 
to places of safety. At the same time the 
large bridge at Poplar street broke loose with 
acrashand came riding majestically down 
Stony Creek. As it struck the new Franklin 
Street Bridge there was danger that it would 
carry away the structure, but, fortunately, it 
withstood the shock. The floating structure, 
however, carried the Cambria Bridge along 
with it, and as all other bridges had been car - 
ried off during the day, the different sections 
of the city were left without means of commu- 
nication, except the South Side, by way of 
the Franklin Bridge and over the railroad 
stone bridge. 
THE PEOPLE ALARMED. 

The people were now thoroughly alarmed 
and as the water was as high as on the day of 
the flood just preceding the breaking of the 
reservoir, the scenes and incidents very much 
resembled those of that time. Boats were 
brought into requisition by men and women 
and children were taken to places of safety. 
A notable difference, however, was observed 
inthe actions of the people as contrasted 
with the great disaster. Instead of trying to 
gave their furniture and property,a few 
articles of clothing generally were taken and 
then the house was locked upand abandoned. 
On Front and Chestnut streets, between Fif- 
teenth and Sixteenth streets, nearly every- 
body had deserted their homes long before 
dark and the water was all over the first floor 
ofthe houses. The Millville school-house, 
which was used asa Morgue after the great 
flood, was under water to the depth of sev- 
@ral feet at 6 o’clock and the engine-house 
Near by floated down through the street. A 
number of houses adjoining soon began to 
move. Inoneof them, which was thought 
to be deserted, a woman andchild appeared 
atthe upper window. As the house slowly 
moved toward the great stone bridge the 
woman, after looking appealingly around, 
was about to cast herself into 
the waters, but was restrained by the 
voices on the bank telling her help 

near. In a moment two stalwart young 
en appeared in a boat. They rowed under 
the window, got the woman and child in the 
boat and soon landed them on the shore, 
where they were received with great ap- 
plause. The house, which was a small frame 
etructure, floated on down through the 
arches of the stone bridge and was de- 
red. A young man on horseback, while 
attempting to rescue several parties at an- 
other part ofthe stream, was thrown into 
the water and narrowly escaped drowning. 
Wo lives had been reported lost when dark- 
ness began, but as communication with the 
most dangerous parts of the town is cut off, 
it is feared casualties may have happened. 
A MENACE TO THE TOWN. 

The stone bridge is a menace to the safety 
ofthetown. The water cannot flow freely 
through the arches, and it is feared if much 
drift wood now comes down it will gorge and 
flood the whole town. The Pennsylvania 
Rallroad has placed acrew with an engine 
and wrecking car just east of the stone bridge 
and they will try tokeep the arches unob- 
structed and protect the property of the com- 
pany. About dark there was arumor thata 
large boom up Stony Creek, containing about 
ten million logs, had broken, and the wildest 
excitement prevailed as the water at this 
time was flooding through the 
streets. It was evident that if those logs 
came riding down on the top of the 
fiood they would push through the houses and 
make terrible destruction. The boom is 
twenty miles up the stream and no direct 
nows can be had, but those who are in a posi- 

n to know think that it will surely break 
if’ the water continues to rise. Mr. S. H. 
Laker, President of the Johnstown Lumber 
Oo., who owns the boom, could get no con- 
nection last night, but believed it would not 
break. Lumbermen report that there are 
very heavy snows on the mountains. This 
melting with extremely warm weather will 
cause the riverstorise much more. Very few 
people went to sleep here last night. By mid- 
fully one-half the city was under 
water; the depth varying from two to ten 
feet. By aid of wagons, horses and boats the 
people were taken out safely. Several 
horses and a number of cattle were drowned, 
Dut all live stock has now been taken to 
higher grounds.

At Pittsburg and Allegheny. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 17.—At 11 0’clock this 
morning both rivers were twenty-six feet 
and rising atthe rate of seven inches per 
hour.

All morning families have been moving from 
their housesinthe lower part of Allegheny, 
as the streets are flooded to the doorsteps. 
The Pittsburg & Western Railroad. is covered 
in the city, and all travel at this end is 
stopped, while many mills lining the rivers 
have been forced to close down. Reports 
from the headwaters show steady rains with 
rivers still rising and lower towns flooded. 
Bridges are being carried away in every di- 
rection, and the loss is great. In this city 
river men say the flood will be fully as high 
as in 1884, when thirty-two feet of water was 
reached, and enormous losses inflicted in the 
low lying portions of the city and river 
towns, 


Heavy Rain in Oalifornia. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Feb. 17.—The rainfall 
which began Saturday and continued until 
last night was general throughout California, 
and in some sections of the Sacramento Val- 
ley was the heaviest known for many years, 
ranging from three to seven inches. The fall 
was lightest in the San Joaquin Valley, where 
about an inch was the average record of pre- 
cipitation for forty-eight hours, The 
Sacramento River at Sacramento is fifteen 
feet above low water mark, and the Colorado 
River at Yuma is seventeen abOve. Little or no 
damage has resulted from the rainfall, which 
has been generally welcome, the season thus 
far being one of the driest known in the 
State. Signal service indications pointto a 
continuance.of the rainfallin Southern Cali- 
fornia and along the Sierra Mountains in the 
Northern part of the State.

The St. Joseph Daily Ballot“ Suspend 
Vinyard Obsequies. 

St. Jos zr, Mo., Feb. 17.—The Ballot, which 
was founded here by Wm. Hyde of St. Louis 
last June, has suspended publication on ac- 
count of its weak advertising patronage and 
weak support generally. Mr. Hyde will re- 
main in St. Joseph afew weeks to wind up 
his affairs here and will then return to St. 
Louis. St. Joseph has two other morning 
and one evening daily. Mr. Hyde said edi - 
torially this morning: 

‘*For some time past it has been apparent 
that the drain upon the Ballot’s resources was 
disproportionate tothe prospect of recom- 
pense. A considerable sacrifice was expected 
to follow for atime an enterprise that in- 
volved so much outlay, but it would be idle 
to deny that the returns, after many months 
of severe trial, are not such as to justify 
further effort. Subscriptions have been 
growing, and the Ballot has attained a 
place in the public good will of which 
we cannot but be proud, yet the prices at 
which advertising patronage is to be had 
here are utterly inadequateto sustaina paper 
such as we desire to print. In many quarters 
we have met encouragement, for which we 
now express our grateful thanks, nor shall 
* there be any tinge of bitterness in facing the 
fate to which we bow as a matter of pride. 
The Ballot might continue to struggle, but, in 
order to meet our obligations fully, prudence 
and sound business principles declare the 
policy of succumbing promptly, and we 
therefore announce the discontinuance with 
this issue of the publication of the paper. To 
those who have paid in advance we will say 
that their.subscriptions will be made up to 
them, and as soon as we can realize upon the 
ample assets of the concern all creditors will 
be paid in full.’’

THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


Maj. Anderson’s Plan for an Elaborate 
Naval Display. 

CHICAGO, III., Feb. 17.—At the World’s Fair 
directors’ executive committee meeting last 
night Maj. Alex D. Anderson of New York 
presented his views regarding the orgoniza- 
tion of exposition headquarters in New York 
to look after Eastern affairs. Maj. Anderson 
is a candidate for manager of the New York 
office of the exposition. He laid before the 
Executive Committee a plan providing for an 
elaborate naval display by all the 
mavies of the world. In a general 
way it designs that a great interna- 
tional fleet shall cruise Over the 
course followed by Columbus, from Spain to 
the West Indies, thence steam along the At- 
lantic coast, making all the seaports of any 
importance from New Orleans to Boston. In 
this way the South and East will be brought 
into more intimate relations with the World’s 
Fair and such a magnificent display, in which 
our own navy would participate, would lend 
a dignity and value to the enterprise not 
otherwise obtainable, The committee was 
favorably impressed with the scheme.

AN ENGLISH AUTHORITY GIVES HIS 
VIEWS ON THE SUBJECT. 


The American Association Magnates Still 
Talking Fight—Result of the L. A. W. 
Election of Officers—Jim Hall, the Aus- 
tralian Middle-Weight. 


Sir George Chetwynd’s book is out, and a 
very interesting book it is. 
of the best known turfmen in England, anda 
shrewd, successful better. No man on the 
English turf is better fitted than he to writea 
book. 

One of the most interesting chapters in the 
book, and one that will be read most thor- 
oughly, is Sir George’s advice to young back- 
ers. Sir George says that if a young man 
went to him and asked him if he would ad - 
vise him to go on the turf he would reply 
without a moment 's hesitation, ‘‘No,’’ be- 
lieving that even 11e he was well off and if he 
hardly made a bet, and so had little experi- 
ence of the vexations of losing, he would be 
spared much annoyance. If, however, his 
advice were asked on the subject of forming 
a stud by some one who was bent on devot- 
ing himself to the sport, he should strongly 
recommend the purchase of well-bred fillies 
and yearlings. They might or might not win 
races, butif they turned out worthless as 
race-horses they would be valuable to breed 
from if judiciously mated. He should also 
advise the purchase of a few well-bred young 
mares in foal, sothata beginning might be 
speedily made without having to wait sev- 
eral years. Sir George then enters very. 
elaborately into the whole question, his ad- 
vice being, of course, the result of long and 
careful study. As regards betting, he very 
wisely says: 

Above all, abstain from plunging when you 
are losing. ‘Out your losses and play up your 
winnings’ is the best adviceI can pive to 
beginners, or, indeed, to every backer of 
horses, though it is advice which requires no 
little resolution to act upon, as we almost 
daily see. Never bet on selling races. Far 
and away the best to bet on are the weight for 
age races. Sir George goes so far as to say, 
from long experience, that if a shrewd and 
careful backer keeps his head, does not plunge 
or risk more than he can conveniently pay on 
Monday and confines himself to betting on 
weight for age races he can make a certainty 
of winning money every year, but he must 
work hard atthe public form of horses, be 
unprejudiced and have a certain knowledge, 
f which may come to him instinctively or be 
acquired by years of well-paid-for expense. 
Fora man thoroughly to understand racing 
he ought to have sedulously followed the sport 
for fifteen or twenty years and to have had 
hundreds of all sorts of race-horses through 
his hnands. 

Sir George does not put much in private 
trials, and the experience of the most careful 
backers inthis country is the same as his. 
He says: ‘‘My experience has always gone to 
show that public form is infinitely more trust- 
worthy than private trials. I have learned 
that lesson by experience and religiously ac- 
cept it, for I have trial books containing 
scores of trials—I was going to say even 
hundreds of them—in which, besides stable 
lads who could ride well, the very best jock- 
eys of the day have ridden, and Ido not hes - 
tate to say, looking back at the perform- 
ances of many animals, that 70 per cent of 
these trials were delusive. Some horses try 
at home and will not do their best in public; 
others decline to gallop at home, and want 
the shouting and excitement of the crowded 
course to induce them to exert themselves to 
do their best, and these are the ones for my 
money, as, if you do not win enough, at any 
rate you ought not to lose by them, and there 
is the pleasant surprise of their running bet- 
ter than you anticipated. There are some 
horses again that will not struggle either at 
home or out, and the sooner an owner gets 
rid of them by selling them for what they 
will fetch, the better it will be for responsible 
pockets.

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FATHER SCHROEDER’S SERMON. 


It Creates a Demand for Another Church 
in North St. Louis. 


There was a mild surprise on Sunday forthe 
English members of the Holy Trinity German 
Catholic Church,Fourteenth and Mallinckrodt 
streets. At the 10:30 o’clock mass Rev, Father 
Joseph Schroeder, the rector, announced 
from his pulpit that it would not only be a 
favor to him, but that the English-speaking 
people present and all who made ita habit of 
attending that church might consider his ser- 
mon as an order to remain away from there 
and attend to their own parish churches, ‘‘I 
intend,’’ said the reverend gentleman, ‘‘to 
repeat this order until its enforcement is ob- 
served. To a Post-D1ispatcH reporter 
Father Schroeder said: ‘‘The Holy Trinity 
Church draws at least one-third of the com- 
municants regularly from St. Michael's 
Church and quite anumber from the Holy 
Name parish. Many of them not only attend 
mass but come to our church to 
attend to their confession. They contribute 
nothing to my church because it is not in 
their parish and contribute nothing to their 
own parish because of their non-attendance 
there. 

Many of the rightful parishioners of St. 
Michael’s Church, while finding nothing ob- 
jectionable in Father Schroeder’s order, do 
certainly object to having to attend St. 
Michael's Church. The people in the northern 
end of the parish have to go just an even 
mile to get to that churph, and they are sorely 
tired of it, and say that if the order causes 
any of the faithful to drop régular 
a@endance, as it most likely will, 
that the church authorities will be to blame. 
The American and Irish people complain that 
while the Germans have had several new 
parishesin North St. Louis they have been 
disregarded entirely. But a commit mr | will 
shortly visit the Archbishop and ifa 
new church can be established.
